I realise the arduous ctutles that an be-
fore me. but am Impressed with the feaUatT
that I can rely upon the patriotic and able
assistance of those who will share tha har-
den of the conduct ot publio affairs with
me.

Z am encouraged In the belief that all cltf-ae- ns

are most desirous ot providing aad
maintaining a good municipal government,
and therefore will render every saelataaoa
and will with our adrnlnistratloa.

Gentlemen of the Municipal Assembly, X
need particularly your aid and
It Is our duty to promote the publio wal
fare, and by harmonious action we saaM
accomplish results that will redound to tha
lasting benefit of the city.

There Is much to be accomplished, and It
should be done consistently and quickly.
Tbe business affairs of the city most ba

conducted In a business way.
The present condition of the Treasury la

Inadequate to meet the 'demands of oar
Municipal Government.

Our revenue must be Increased In order ta
keep pace with enlarged and growlnjr re-
quirements.

Economy must prevail where extrava-
gance may now exist.

Our eleemosynary institutions and pabMa
buildings must be reconstructed and aaade
suitable for the purposes for which they
are Intended.

Our thoroughfares and parks should be
properly maintained and additional ones
provided.

Our water supply should be improved.
As Mayor, I shall expect those at tha

head of departments to properly operate
and maintain their respective departnMixtm,
and so far as the law permits I shall hotd
them responsible for the results.

Let us not forget that we are tha serraata
of the people, and on the conduct of irebM
affairs placed In our charge depend taafr
welfare and protection.

Let us remember that It Is not oatr tha
approval of the community that 'we saeaM
strive for. but also the approbation of tha
Supreme Being above- - -
